before Parliament ; and now: the three 
members whose names appear above are

That 
is the burden of the colonists’ complaint, 
which is one tbat bears inspection, and 
if found well grounded should be attend- 
ed to by the Home Government in future 
appointments. The Colony protests (1) 
against a civil servant who has passed in 
Sinhalese and’ Tamil, who has acquired 
the proper acquaintance with the Colo- 
ny's revenue and judicial sytem, be- 
ing taken away to another colony 
where the laws, cudtoms and languages (if 
any are spoken but English) are entirely 
different ; and (2) against men trained 
under circumstances entirely inapplicable 
to the local administration, being placed: 
at the very head of affairs in Ceylon, 
where a careful local training is quite as 
needful as in India, Indeed, we may 
add such local experience is equally need- 
ful in every one of the Crown colonies 
in the majority of the members of the 
Executive if not in all Heads of Depart- 
ments, The rule is stringently adhered 
to ‘in every Council, Supreme and Pre. 
sidency, in India, although it is an un. 
written law; and in most of our Crown 
colonies, notahly we may admit.in Ceylon, 
Hongkong and-some others, where race 
and other matters not- to be understood 
in‘a day, are an-element in the consi- 
deration of almost every’ question, the 
wisdom of such a rule, if not the abso- 
lute necessity of it to ‘the good govern.

Signor Cagli’a Opera Company made their 
fifth appearance it the City Hall Inet night, 
in Verdi's famous opera “ Un ballo in Mas- 
chera.” A numerous audience again at- | 
tended, including His, Excellency ‘the Go- | 
yernor and Mra Hennessy, who were accom- 
panied by His Excellency Arinori Mori, the 
Japanese Minister to the English Court, and 
Madame Mori, at present Mr Hennessy’a 
guests at Government House. 


The opera was well placed upon the stage, 
and proved a gonuine success, nearly the. 
whole of the performers engaged. showing : 
great improvement os compared with their ; 
previous efforts, Signor Bergamaschi’s ap- 

earance as Renato was the most successful 
impersonation we have yet seen from. this 
rtist, and- that is saying a 
great deal, “His~fine ‘voice has. not pre- 
viously been heard. to such advantage, and 
his acting throughout was powertul and im- 
pressive. The Adelia of Signora Rosa 
Genolini was also a fine performance, the 
lady being in excellent. voice, and well 
suited to the part. Her sympathetic vo- 
calisation wae almost faultless, and elicited 
enthusiastic and well-merited applause, 
In the celebrated duo with Riccardo, and 
the equally well known quartette for 
soprano, baritone, and two basses, “Vi Bo 
di Notte” (Signora Genolini, and Signori 
Bergamaschi, Bagagiolo and -Cortesi), the 
prima donna sored a legitimate success, and 
the same meed of praise is fairly due to 
Signor’ Sbriscia, and the. artists above 
named. The Signora’s acting looks finish, 
and is otherwise faulty, although ‘in im- 

assioned scenes sho is generally effective. 

iguora Mancini is fairly entitled to divide 
the honors of the performance with Adelia, 
her acting and singing in a difficult cha~ 
rater achieving ‘a decided: triumph. The 
Signora’s Wlrica was ono of the best filled 
roles in the entire cast, and. the audience 
was not slow in recognising her claims to 
appreciative recognition. It gives us much 
pleasure to beable to say & good word for 
Signora Biance Genolini, who appeared as 
the page, Edgar, This lady scems to have 
at last gained confidence, and she sang her 
réle in the- Ballo with pleasing expression 
and in good taste. As an actress sho is 
decidedly amateurish, and we would ro-~ 
commend incessant study. Signor Cortesi 
was an efficient Zommaso, and with Signor 
Bagagiolo (Samuele) rendered excellent ser- 
yice in the “Vise di Notte” quartette before 
alluded to. . The Riccardo of Signor Sbrisoia , 
we can heartily commend as a praiseworth: 
exhibition- of finished singing, and we wish 
we could say as such for his acting. Signor 
Sbriscia is such a satisfactory operatic tenor 
that we regret to have to find fault with 
‘impersonations which, from a musical point 
of view, reach a high standard ; however, it 
is ofty fair criticism to point out that, his 


}conyeutional style, and absurd mannerisms 


are quite unworthy of bis musical attain- 
ments. ‘Che Signor shows all the impassioned 
energy of his race; but in most instances it 
is. energy misplaced or misapplied, The 
death scene in Verdi’s eplendid opera was 
shorn of all its attractiveness hiatrioncally, by 
the actor’s inability to depict Ricoardo’s 
death struggles with. any degree of artistic 
power, contrasting strangely with Signor 
Bergamaschi's splendid picture of the horror- 
stricken Renato, who, on becoming acquaint~ 
ed with his great crime, kneels.in apeeshless 
agony at the feet of his murdored friend. 
‘The gentlemen of the chorus had received a 
reinforcement of two additional: supers”; 
but there was no improvement visible in their 
musical efforts, and they wisely did as little 
as they possibly could, We must not omit 
to say that the-principals were called before 
the curtain at the end of each act, and that
